PEKING, Aug. 1. (Reuters).— 
‘Wives and children of foreigners 
began to leave Peking tonight 
after ἃ further warning that a 
powerful new earthquake might 
hit the city. 

Chinese officials telephoned em- 
bassies to tell them that fresh 
tremors had rocked Tangshan, 
an industrial city of a million 
people that was devastated in 
‘Wednesday's quakes. 

They warned that the center 
of the new disturbances appear- 
ed to he moving toward Peking, 
about 100 miles west of Tanr- 
shan. All buildings should be 
totaly evacuated, they said, and 
people should “stay well away 
from any construction,” 

‘The U.S. Liaison Office began 
evacuating “wives and depen- 
dents as of now” a U.S, official 
said today. He said in a2 tele- 
phone interview that “no deci- 
sion on further staff” evacuations 
hhad been made. There are 31 
U.S. staff members, plus 18 wives 
and 8 children. 

Fifty British dependents and 
some 25 Australians were evacu- 
ated in two special planes to 
Canton in the south. 

Among other foreigners on the 
packed flights were about 15 
Egyptians and the entire com- 
plement of the small Lebanese 
Embassy. 

The Yugoslav colony will be 
partly evacuated. the Yugoslav 
news agency Tanjug reported 
today.

So the 
planet's ‘reddish-orange surface 
either comes from a thin film 
of iron oxide across the upper- 
most dirt layer, or is present in 
patches the eye sees as a contin- 
uous coating, Dr. Toulmin said.

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Red Cross Cancels Evacuation as Rightists Balk 


Swedish Doctor Radios Plea for Help From Beirut Camp

BEIRUT, Aug. 1 \WP).—“We 
will ali be dead within three 
days unless help comes guick- 
ly." Dr. Lars Smedmann a 
fwedish physiclan in the be- 
siesed Ta] Zaatar Palestinian ref- 
ugee camp, radioed. He repeated 
his dire prediction four times. 

Despite such pleas, the Red 
Cross yesterday again announced 
the cancellation of a planned 
evacuation of Tal Zaatar’s wound- 
ed, saying the evacuation had to 
be called off because no leaders of 
predominantly Christian rightist 
forces had signed ἃ proposed 
evacuation agreement. 

4A spokesman for the Geneva- 
based International Committee of 
the Red Cross said that yester- 
day's scheduled evacuation effort 
also had to be canceled because 
the rightist forces had said that 
Red Cross rescuers could not ga 
completely into the camp to hring 
out the wounded. 

Dr. Smedmann, one of only two 
or three physicians in Tal Zaatar, 
radioed a Swedish news corre-~ 
spendent that he estimated there 
were 30.000 persons, including 
4,000 wounded, and 1,400 dead in 
the heavily shelled camp that is 
surrounded by rightist forces in 
eastern Beirut. 

Bow Many Survivors? 

Tt is not known for sure how 
many survivors remain in the 
camp. Other estimates have 
ranged from 1.500 to 15,000, but 
Dr. Smedmann’s forecast that 
thousands are close to death ap- 
pears realistic, 

“All I can do is to take the 
wounded that I think have a 
chance of survival and try to 
stop their bleeding,” the Swedish 
doctor told Anders Hasselbohm 
of Sweden's Se magazine. 


said regarding the situation at 
Tal Zaatar, where, he said, hun- 
dreds of badly waonnded persons 
are unattended. 

Dr, Smedmann said that about 
half the persons in Tal Zaatar 
are children, many dying of diar- 
thea and dehydration.

News Independence at VOA 
Now Guaranteed by U.S. Law

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (WP!— 
Almost unnoticed, Congress has 
put into law a Voice of America 
charter, giving independence to 
writers and editors of the official 
US. overseas radio system in 
their selection and play of news. 

President Ford signed the For- 
eign relations Authorization Act 
on July 12 but a White House 
press release did not mention that 
the measure gave legal sanction 
for the first time to the VOA 
charter, which previously lacked 
the backing of law. 

Many Voice of America em- 
ployees now say that for the first 
time they have a legal basis to 
resist pressures from the State 
Department or the VOA's parent 
organization, the U.S. Informa- 
tion Agency, to soften or omit 
news items. 

The new charter requires VOA: 

® To be a “consistently reliable 
and authoritative source of news” 
that is “accurate, objective and 
comprehensive.” 

® To “represent America, not 
any single segment of it” and 
to present a “balanced and com- 
Prehensive projection of signifi- 
“cant American thought and insti- 
tutions.” 

© To the “policies of 
the United States clearly and ef- 
fectively” and also to “present 


the change in the VOA charter's 
status makes no difference ‘in 
day~to-day operations. The VOA's 

director disagrees, however. 

“We will always have kibbitzers 
and suggested guidance and we 
don’t object to that as long as 
it is enlightened. Now we have 
something to measure it against.” 
Kenneth Giddens, assistant USIA 
director in charge of the VOA, 
said in an interview, 

“I think it is an immense step 
forward.” he said. “We knew our 
general direction but it never had 
the force of law ... So we would 
Be protected.” 


Russia Attacked

yesterday of not living up to the 
promises made a year ago at the 
European Security Conference in 
Helsinki, 

“The. only honest assessment 
that can be made of the results 
from the past 12 months since 
Helsinki is that they have been 
a profound disappointment,” Mrs. 
Thatcher told 800 Conservatives 
at a party rally here south of 
London. 

The Soviet press had dubbed 
Mrs, Thatcher the “Iron Lady” 
for a similar speech in January 
expressing skepticism over Soviet 
intentions im pursuing East-West 
détente. “Perhaps once again I 
shall be called the ‘Iron Ladr' 
for daring to voice these things,” 
she said. 

“The question,” she said, “is 
whether they are using détente 
to 1} the West into a false 
sense of security, so that we 
lower our guard and so become 
an easier prey to Sovieb expan- 
sion and blackmail. And the test 
is to what extent the Soviets 
have observed the letter and the 
spirit of the Helsinki accords.”

52 Are Killed 
In River Fleod 
In Colorado 


LOVELAND. Col., Aug. 1 
(OPI!.—A mountain river swollen 
by overnight rains swept 
Rocky Mountain camping grounds 
filled with hikers and fishermen 
today im northern Colorado, kill- 
ing at least 52 persons, authorities 
said. 

Rainfall resumed before dark 
and authorities said they feared 
additional flooding. 

Thirty-two bodies were brought 
to the morgue in this city of 
20,000, 10 miles west of the disas- 
ter site. An official said search- 
ers knew of 20 other victims whose 
bodies were trapped. 

“We have 32 confirmed. re- 
ceived dead,” said police Capt. 
David Feldman. “We know of 
another 20 that are in one group 
that are dead but we cannot 
recover them now. We know the 
number will rise above that.” 

A spokesman for the coroner 
said identification of the victims 
would not be made until tomorrow. 

The flooding of the Big Thomp- 
60n River was triggered by 6 to 10 
inches of overnight rains and the 
river crested at 10 to 15 feet, 10 
times more than normal. 

An estimated 2,500 persons were 
stranded at one point before 
Army helicopters evacuated mo- 
tels and trailer parks in small 
towns and communities in the 
path of the fooedwaters. 

Larimer County Sherifi Bob 
‘Watson said bodies were caught 
in trees and trapped in debris 
swept down the river. He said 
there were “vehicles of every 
kind in the debris. It’s like you 
had 8 bunch of toys and threw 
them. Its the same thing with 
houses.” 

A Bureau of Reclamation 
spokesman said workmen shut off 
the flow to a dam outside Estes 
Park He said the dam would hold 
in the event the new rains 
prompted more flooding.

“You can imagine how rouch 
satisfaction the tellers cet from 
something like this.” says Walter 
Patt. a Crocker vice-president 
and its director of bank security. 

“If you'd bad a mm aimed 
straight at you and somebody 
Says ther're going to blow your 
head off." he said. “ the 
satisfaction of being able to 
Strike back as soon 85 he leaves 
the bank.” 

Those incidents represent the 
Istest counteroffensive by the 
banking industry against bandits 
in a city that an FBI officia) here 
calls the “bank robbery capital of 
the United States.” 

Last year there were 487 bank 


“holdups in the Los Angeles sta, 


almost two every working day— 
up 62 per cent from 1970. 

It seems at times that. like 
skateboarding and surfing. it is 
almost fashionable to rob banks 
here: Not only the pros do it, 
but housewives who have trouble 
balancing their budgets do it. 
elderly pensioners, and young 
people who decide on one quick 
job to buy a car or go on δ trip 
de it. Even Patty Hearst did it. 

California Leads 

California leads the country in 
bank holdups. partly because it 
has more banks—more than 3,300 
Offices and branches—than sny 
other state. New York ranks 
second, althoush New York City 
closely rivals Los Angeles in the 
urban bank holdup race. 

Around the country, according 
to the FBI, the incidence of 
bank robberies, bank burglaries 
and larcenies more than tripled 
in the last three years to 5.050 
during the 1975 fiscal year with 
$32 million taken. Of course, 
they've been on the way up ror 
two decades soaring in recessions 
but soaring in boom times, teo. 
Preliminary FBI estimates indi- 
cate there may have been a small 
decline in the fiscal year that 
ended June 30. Still. the final 
statistics are expected to show 
substantially more holdups than 
just @ couple of years ago. 

The devices used in the two 
Crocker bank holdups are sani- 
ples of the newest anti-bandit 
gimmicks. 

Booby Trap 


The noise, smoke, tear gas and 
spray of dye in the two holdupe 
originated in a booby trap in the 
bandits’ money bag—ostensibly. a 
package of money that was 
thrown in the bag with genuine 
cash, and triggered electronically 
when the bandits left the bank. 

The surprise packages of tear 
gas and the smal! explosive device 
are controversial, however. Some 
worry that innocent people, out- 
side the bank, or inside. might be 
burt by @ blinded or frightened 
bandit shooting wildiy. Of course, 
dozens of people are killed and 
scores injured each year in hold- 
ups anyway without such counter. 
measures. Some of the devices 
also bave been triggered acciden- 
tally within banks. startling em- 
ployees and customers and send- 
Ing up tear gas.

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Wotan in a Frock Coat 


Yt is curious that, while the United States 
ts celebrating its Bicentennial by dressing up 
in tricorne hats and similar bits of 18th-cen- 
tury garb, Bayreuth is commemorating 5. 
hundred years of Wagner’s Ring cycle by 
putting Wotan into a frock coat, and cloth- 
ing Hagen in ἃ business suit. Yet if must 
ve said that, in terms of today’s capacity 
for mixing modern technology and primitive 
brutality, there is rather more to be said 
for the Wagnerian camp than for Bicen- 
tennial nostalgia. After all, a Wotan sum- 
moning up the fires of Loge with his spear 
has much in common with an official in 
modern dress pushing the button that could 
waste the world with nuclear destruction. 

Not that the Ring in Bayreuth was all 
that happy an occasion. A century ago, when 
John R.G. Hassard was describing the first 
performances of the whole Ring for The 
New York Tribune, and hailing it as “a 
triumph of the new school of music, final 
and complete.” an error of typesetting or 
transmission converted the fiery stage sur~ 
rounding the sleeping Brunhiide in “Die 
Walkuere” into a “sea of ice.” This time 
the ice emerged in the production's recep~ 
tion, 

Tt usually does not pay, aesthetically, to 
meddle with the masters. Wagner—or Shake~ 
Speare or Moliére—in 2 modern setting 
may be a tribute to the eternal verities the 


masters convey in word, music or spectacle. 
But such transformations tend to obscure 
the realities in the temporal context of their 
work—that Shakespeare, for example, was a 
Tudor apologist; Moliére had to fight, in 
“Tartuffe’ a moralistic combine in -the 
France of his time, the “cabale des Dé- 
vots:” that Wagner was evoking 2 German 
nationalism for which the “Nibelungenlied” 
was the saga, These do not detract from 
perennial values—one can still see Hagen, if 
one wishes, as a loyal CIA man, whether in 
furs and horned helmet or in a gray fiannel 
suit, 

But for those who have to bave historical 
lessons spelled out in words of one syllable, 
there may be some use in observing that 
primitive ambitions and hatreds can be 
found in modern garb today; that Hagen's 
spear or Siegfried’s sword may reappear as 
a terrorist's bomb or a paratrooper’s tommy 
gun; that the rivalry of Walsungs, Nibelungs, 
Gibichungs was no bloodier, no less rational 
than the tribal battles that afflict so much 
of the world today; that as Valhalla even- 
tually went up in flames, so may the cities 
of the present. Wotan may look funny when 
dressed like Edward VU—he wonld certainly 
look odd mounted on his eight-legged horse 
in that garb—but he has an ugly relevance 
that pierces the sweep and flow of Wagner’s 
music, Wagner's poesy, when bis world comes 
crashing down in the twilight of the gods. 


Fresh Faces in Italy 


For the first time in the postwar history 
of the Italian Republic, a Premier has form- 
ed a government that must depend for 
survival on Communist benevolence in Par- 
lament. 

It is a minority administration chosen en- 
tirely from Giulio Andreotti’s Christian 
Democratic party, except for three non- 
political experts. If it survives its initial vote 
of confidence in the Senate, it will do so 
with no support but only grudging absten- 
tions from the governing party's traditional 
democratic allies. 

A minority government in a parliamentary 
system invariably faces formidable obstacles. 
Andreotti’s problems would terrify a politi- 
cian of faint heart: High unemployment and 
inflation, corruption. social unrest, deterio- 
ration of public services—ali problems invit- 
ing exploitation by the largest Communist 
party in the Western world, which made 
solid gains in the June elections, winning the 
support of one voter out of three. 

In sich circumstances, does Andreotti 
have any real chance of providing effective 
government and reviving the faith of 
Italians In democratic institutions? Or will 
his minority regime soon collapse, reviving 
pressures for a government of national unity 
certain to include the Communists, thus 
presenting Italy’s partners in NATO and the 
European Community with the kind of crisis 
they have never previousiy had to face with 
a member state? 

Andreottl has a reasonable chance for 
modest success. He served in nearly every 
postwar government and was twice premier; 
he is hardly the “new face” many Italians 
have demanded of the Christian Democrats. 
But he has acted boldly in retiring weary or 


discredited party wheelhorses, including 
three former premiers; and he has brought 
in seven persons, including the first woman 
minister, who have never previously served 
in 2 cabinet. 

This infusion of new blood has substan- 
tially lowered the average age in the Cabinet. 
All but a handful of ministers are under 50 
and the only two over 60—Treasury Min- 
ister Gaetano Stammati and Foreign Trade 
Minister Rinaldo Ossola—are nonparty ex- 
perts drafted from banking and finance, 
whose presence shouid generate confidence 
in the government’s economic policies. An- 
dreotti has wisely retained the eminent non- 
political jurist, Paolo Bonifacio, as justice 
minister as an earnest of the government's 
Pledge to combat corruption in high places. 

Andreotti has thus put together a ministry 
that appears on the surface to be consid- 
erably more energetic, capable and progres- 
sive than Italian Cabinets of recent years. 
It will have to depend on informal coopera- 
tion from the Communists and at least on 
their abstention in Parliament on its pro- 
posals for reviving Italy’s economy and im- 
proving the quality of public life. The 
evident reluctance of the Communists at 
present to intensify Italy’s political crisis 
cannot be relied on indefinitely. 

In the best conceivable circumstances, the 
new government must live in constant dan- 
ger. But Andreotii has made a good be- 
ginning and the blunt truth is that there 
is for the time being no palatable alternative 
either to the Premier or to the course he has 
followed im forming Italy's 35th government 
since the fall of Fascism.

Cease-Fire in Lebanon? 


This is the moment for the entire inter- 
Dational community to apply whatever in- 
fluence it may have to make real the cease- 
fire just drafted in Lebanon by Syria and 
the Palestine Liberation Organization. For 


this cease-fire is different, or so one must 
hope. It was worked out not ty Lebanon's 
Tival Christians and Moslems, who continue 
to flail each other mercilessly, but by the 
two parties who joined the Lebanese civil 
war only after it had begun on a lower 
level and who thereby made the war the 
ferocious thing τ becams. Whether there 
exists iri the Christian and Moslem commu- 
nities either the desire or the discipline to 
halt their struggle is all too problematical. 
But the world community’s working theory 
ought to be that. by encouraging Syria and 
the PLO to reduce or end their participa- 
tion, the fighting among the Lebanese will 
have 8. better chance of dying down. 

The Syrians have good reasons to be sin- 
cere about wanting a cease-fire. They have 
bested the PLO. established a dominating po- 
sition in Lebanon and presumably wish to 
get on, in time, with larger Arab-Israeli ne- 
gotiations—that’s why they were ready to 
risk the political embarrassment of taking 
on the PLO in the first place. But whether 
the PLO is serious about the cease-fire is 
another matter. One PLO official made the 


agreement, but it remains to be seen whether 
the top PLO leadership (Yassir Arafat in 
particular) will sign and try to enfore it. The 
hesitation arises from the .fact that the 
agreement confirms the PLO’s defeat. The 
terms give Syria a dominant voice in decid- 


‘ing the military status and the political 


evolution of Lebanon. And that, in turn, 
means that the PLO will in all probability be 
denied the freedom of action and the pres- 
tige for which Jt has fought so long. 

The PLO’s dismay, however, is something [t 
will have to cope with on its own. The 
urgent priority is to put a Syrian-PLO cease- 
fire into effect and to use that as a base 
on which to build 3 broader agreement be- 
tween the Christians and Moslems. There 
will be time enough later to sort out the 
next stage in Mideast diplomacy. Our own 
view is that a reduced PLO and 2 Syria 
tested in the fire of Lebanon may well give 
Arab-Israelt negotiations a better prospect 
than existed before Lebanon broke into 
flames, But that must wait. Tens of thou- 
sands have died in Lebanon. The Eilling of 
a people and the destruction of a nation 
go on. Other nations must do what they 
can to bring about a complete cessation af 
hostLities and to move toward whatever new 
political arrangements can be devised to let 
the people of that unhappy land build anew.

Fails to Bring 


End to Drought 


LONDON, Aug. 1 (AP).—The 
heat wave that was accompany- 
ing Europe's worst drought in 
recorded history has given way 
to cooler weather, but the damare 
to crops and industry is just 
beginning to be counted up. 

Across the continent. rainfall 
has returned to near vormal in 
Switzerland, northern Italy and 
Spain, but the damage had been 
done. 

In West Germany, the Agri- 
culture Ministry estimated crop 
dumage at up to 5.2 billion marks 
1$2 billion). A further billion 
marks m damage has been done 
to forests, officials said. 

Spanish officials said that 40 
per cent of northwest Spain's 
grain crop was lost. French ex- 
perts spoke of billions of francs 
worth of food exports wiped out 
by the drought. 

Northern Italy has lost up to 
40 per cent of its ‘corn and 30 
per cent of its animal fodder. 
Storm damage to Chianti and 
Valpolicella wine areas was esti- 
mated in the mifiions of dollars.

Wage Increases Cut 


The government began that ef- 
fort a year ago when tt persuad- 
ed trade uniors to demand no 
Wore than £6 ($10.70) a week in 
annual wage imcreases, And be- 
ginning .this sommer, workers 
haye ggreed to accept even less 
—roughly half as much—during 
the neat year. 


One group of workers, however, 
did far worse under the two wage 
agreements, They are the indi- 
viduals earning more than £3,500 
1815.100: a year, Their salaries 
have been frozen. 

Purthermore, Britons whose 
Salaries exceed £20,000 (535,600). 
pay a tax of 83 per cent on the 
excess, Those employees try to 
take everything over £20,000 as 
perks, often in the form of big 
pensions. 

Automobiles, however, are the 
best-known perk. The govern- 
ment has estimated that 412,000 
Britons have personal use of 2 
company-supplied car. Rolls- 
Royce Motors, Lid., sells nearly 
1,000 cars a year. About 70 per 
cent of its total British sales are 
to employers, most of whom then 
turn them over to their top 
executives, 

Variety of Benefits 

But there are many other perks. 
One is medical insurance. All 
Britons are provided with free 
medical care but those who have 
insurance can sign on with private 
specialists, Some executives also 
get club memberships, apartments 
in London, weeks off at health 
farms equipped with tennis courts 
and golf courses, even Savile Row 
Suits and free dry cleaning. They 
ean get low-interest loans to pay 
sehool tuitions or buy their homes, 

Perks often flow well below 
executive ranks, Coal miners get 
free coal, The 240,000 employees 
of the country’s nationalized rail- 
road get part of their train travel 
free and the rest at a quarter 
of the usual fare. 

Civil servants get inflation- 
proof, noneontributory pensions, 
first-class travel on railroads, op- 
portunities to return to school at 
full salary and sporting facilities. 

Most government employees do 
not get cars of their own but 
many have free access to the 
government's car pools, 

Lately. the government has 
been trying to eradicate the perk, 
primarily by taxing it at its full 
value. But it bas run into so 
much opposition within its own 
ranks and even from its close 
allies in the trade unions that 
it, has not had much success.

NEW DELHI, Aug. 1 (UPD. 
A new agency for the exchanee 
of news anions nonaligned nauons 
will betin operation in the next 
few days, Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi's special envoy said yes- 
terday. 

“We will start this process in 
the next two or three days with 
maybe 20 countrie: Jonammed 
Yunus told a meeting of the 
Press Club of India. He said 
each country will pur the cost 
ot transmitting its = material 
rather than charging others for 
using it. 

Mr. Yunus headed the India 
delegation to the meetmg here 
last month of 58 nations which 
Grew up a draft constitution ior 
the news agency. It will be pre- 
sented to leaders of the non- 
aligned bloc for approval at the 
Sri Lanka conference this month. 

He noted favorable reaction to 
the concept of a nonaligned news 
pool in Le Monde and br the 
Chineve news agency. But he 
said stories in the Eeconamist, The 
New York Times. the New Sia- 
tesman and Time showed “what 
discamfort we have caused.” 

“The talk of credibility coming 
out of Western news media is a 
myth of the Western news media 
themselves.” He added that 
Western media speak “as uf 
founded by God almichty and 
Jesus Christ was the managing 
director.” 


Japan-Camhodia Ties

Obituaries 
Theologian Rudolf Bultmann, 
‘Demythologized’ Christianity 


MARBURG, West Germany, 
Aug. 1 (AP).—Theologian Rudolf 
Bultmann, who would have been 
92 this month, died Priday, Mar- 
burg University announced yes- 
terday, 

Mr. Bultmann established his 
reputation by working on what he 
called the “demythologization of 
Christianity," which concluded 
with 2 denial of the physical res- 
urrection of Christ. 

The issue was limited to the 
field of theology until philosopher 


. Karl Jaspers entered the debate 


by attacking Mr, Bultmann's 
theses at's Swiss theological con- 
ference in 1953, Mr, daspers's 
attack, Mr, Buitmann’s response 
and Mr. Jaspers's reply were pub- 
Ushed in 1954 under the titie “Die 
Frage der Enimythologisiernng” 
'The Question of Demythologiza- 
tion). 

Mr. Bultmann stressed that his 
concern was the interpretation, 
not the elimination, of New Testa- 
ment mythological arguments he 
saw opposing modern empirical 
understanding, 

He saw the Virgin Birth and 
the childhood of Christ, for in- 
stance, as early Christian myths 
rather than as historical events. 

Mr, Bultmann's most slenificant 
works include “Die Drei Johannes- 
briefe,” iThe Three Letters of 
John. “Dus Urchristentum im 
Rohmen der Antiken Religionen” 
(Primitive Christianity in the 
Framework of Ancient Religions!, 
‘Offenbarung und Heilsge- 
schichte” ‘Revelation and History 
of Salvation: and “Glauben und 


Verstehen” (Faith and Under- 
Standing. 
Born a "s son Aug. 20, 


1884, in Wiefelstede in the Olden- 
burg region in northwestern Ger- 
many. Mr. Bultmann studied 
theology and religious sciences in 
Tuebingen, Berlin and Marburg. 
became ἃ private lecturer in the- 
ology at Marburg in 1912 and 
gained his first professorship in 
Bresiau in 1916, 

He held the chair of New Testa- 
ment sciences in Marburg Uni- 
versity's theological faculty from 
1921 to 1951,

53 Poles Jailed 
As Food-Riot 


Trials Continue 


WARSAW. Aug. 1 «Reuters).— 
Fifty-three Poles have been sen- 
tenced in the aftermath of last 
month's riots against government 
food price increases and trials 
8 government 
spokesman said last weck. 

But no further group trials are 
envisaged and the number of in- 
dividual cases still to be brought 
depends on the police and legal 
system, the spokesman said. 

Of the Poles so far sentenced, 
two graups of 13 received prison 
terms ranging from 3 to 10 years 
for damaging state property and 
group violence in which two 
persons died. 

The group trials were held in 
Warsaw and in Radom, after the 
riots over a government an- 
nouncement that the prices of 
meat and other basic foodstuffs 
were to rise by an average of 
nearly 70 per cent. After the 
riots, the government withdrew 
its announcement of increases τῇ 
basic food prices—frozen since 
1970--and said it would consult 
the population on less scvere in- 
creases. 


U.S. Speed Curbs 
Cut Death Toll 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP). 
Lowered speed limits on the 
nation’s highways played a dom- 
inant role in the 17-per-cent 
reduction in highway traffic 
deaths in 1974 and last year, new 
figures from the Department of 
Transportation has revealed. 

The department previously had 
credited the lowered fatality 
count to the 55-mile-an-hour 
speed limits imposed after the 
Arab fuel embargo of 1973 and 
to reduced driving caused by the 
subsequent gasoline shortages. 

Total miles driven was down 
by 2.6 per cent in 1974 from 1973 
levels; it was back to normal 
Ἰδοῦ year. The agency said 
highway accidents isst year 
claimed 45.674 lives, compared to 
about 45,535 killed in 1974, The 
toll in both years was about 
9,000 less than in 1973.

Mozambique Troubles 
Laid to Machel Policy

OHANNESBURG (NYT).— A 
group of 40 South African 
businessmen recently flew from 
Johannesburg to Maputo, capital 
of Mozambique, to discuss Ways 
of improving the efficiency of 
freight handiing in the port of 
Maputo.

In an age When the United 
State sells jet atreraft to Chine 
and the Soviet Union buys com-~- 
puters from the capifalist West, 
the triumph of economics over 

Yet 
there is something particularly 
striking about the pragmatic τεσ 
Jationship that has developed be~ 
tween South Africa and Mozam- 
pique. South Africa is the last 
great fortress of white rule on the 
continent; it considers itself the 
main bulwark in southern Africa 
against Communism. 


Mozambique is 2 bilack~ruled 
state that has embarked on ἃ elas- 
sical Marxist revolution; it bas 
become the training ground for 
about 6,000 black Rhodeslan sol- 
diers preparing for guerrilla war 
against white-ruled Rhodesia. 
Mozembique has allowed its ports 
to be used by Soviet ships to de- 
liver armaments to those guer- 
rillas. 

Por Samora Machel, the Presi- 
dent of the People's Republic of 
Mozambique, the South African 
connection has been e bitter pill. 
But the foreign exchange that his 
government earns from lending its 
principal harbor to South African 
exports and its labor te South 
African mines has proven indis- 
pensable to an economy that has 
ail but collapsed since the heady 
celebrations on June 25 of last 
year that ended centuries of Por- 
tuguese colonial rule. 


Little Development

tention throughout the economic 
and invesment communities. In 
general, the reaction was highly 
favorable.

It was the first formal and 
fairly specific insight into some 
of the economic philosophy of the 
Democratic presidential candi- 
date, Jimmy Carter, and of his

Lou, a mole-like young 
woman who works as an archiv- 
ist for a Toronto historical in- 
stitute, is assigned to research a 
valuable isiand estate that has 
just been willed to the institute. 
As she drives north toward the 
istand, she begins to feel liberat- 
ed, to “have an odd sense of 
being reborn.” 

She finds on the island estate 
the promise of relaxation, good 
reading, a healthy out-of-doors 
life and a chance to unwind, The 
only possible drawback to the 
Set-up is that with the estate 
comes ἃ bear, who 15 chalned to 
a shed out back of the kitchen, 
(Lou is not especially fond of 
animals.» 

Then—how to explain it?—she 
proceeds to have a love affair 
with the bear .. . I mean, quite 
Hiterally (well. not quite literally, 
since Lou and the animal never 
hare actual sexual intercourse) to 
have 3 physically sexual relation- 
ship with the beast. 

But please don't go away. It 
is true that the relationship is de- 
scribed quite graphically—with- 
out euphemisms or coy indirec- 
tions. Yet it is handled without 
the least bit of unnecessary pru- 
rience (of course, being in love, 
Lou grows to lust for the bear), 
and without  self-consciousness. 
And so logically does it arise out 
of the faut structure of Miss En- 
gel's narrative that one takes its 
many symbolic meanings for 
granted. A parable about embrac- 
ing nature: a celebration of pan. 
theism (Lou keeps discovering in 
the estate’s library handwritten 
notes about the religious worship 


of hears); 2 commentary on the 
Tomantic age's fascination with 
landscape (the founder af the 
estate was a contemporary of 
Eeats and Shelley, and an ac- 
quaintance of Trelawney, whose 
“Recollections of the Last Days 
of Shelley and Byron” Lou finds 
in the library}; or a reminder 
that humans are after all ani- 
mals—however one wishes to read 
it, “Bear” works as simply and 
mysteriously as a folktale.

@ Temarkable tour de force. 
“Farmer,” by the poet Jim 
Harrison, is also a celebration of 
nature—or rather a form of 
human civilization that exists in 
close conjunction with nature. 
The novel, which is Harrison's 
third. focuses on a year of emo- 
tional instability in the life of 
Joseph. a schoolteacher-fanmer 
‘who. in his 43d year, must decide 
what to do with himself follow- 
ing his mother’s death from 
cancer, Will he stay on the land 
he loves and continue to scratch 
out a living on the unieriile farm- 
land of northern Michigan? Or 
will he marry the steady woman 
he bas loved for 30 years. the 
attractive but predictable Roser- 
lee? Or will he explore the im- 
plications of his relationship with 
Catherine, the neurotic high- 
school student he has been sleep- 
ing with behind Rosealee's beck? 
A mid-life crisis is what urban 
sophisticates would say poor 
Joseph is undergoing and 2 trip 
to a psychiatrist is what would 
Seem appropriate to his problem. 
But for Harrison, who in this 
novel has finally found a nar- 
rative pace to suit his sensibjl- 
ities, Joseph's dilemma is simply 
an opportunity to write about 
things he Joves—hunting, fishing. 
tramping through the woods. and 
an agrarian culture in which ex- 
tremes of human behavior are 
simply part of what is natural. 
As for visiting psychiatrists, 
when Joseph expresses fear that 
he is having a nervous break- 
down, his best friend and fishing 
companion, the local doctor, tells 
him: “Maybe so. but what does 
it mean? Often it means people 
are forced out of ruts by seeing 
certain facts of life they can't 
take into their systems, They're 
overloaded . . . 80 1 you got 
yourself a nervous breakdown it's 
about goddamn time.” 
Nature. after all, can take care 
of these things.

In order, the American winners 
on. the 11-bout program were Leo 
Randolph, an 18-year-old ban- 
tamweight; Howard Davis, in the 
lightweight class, Sugar Ray 
Leonard, ἃ light-welterweight; 
Mike Spinks of St. Louis, Leon's 
younger brother, in the middle- 
weights, and Leon, whose over- 
hand right stretched Sixto Soria 
of Cuba flat on his face In the 
third round of their slugfest. 

The Spinks-Soria bout was the 
most explosive of the night. al- 
most completely upstaging Stev- 
ensan's anticipated victory against 
Mircea Simon of Romania in the 
heavyweight final. 

Counting Stevenson's knockout 
success, three of six Cuban 
finalists won, compared to five 
of six finalists for -the United 
States. In head-to-head confron- 
tations, Americans won al! three 
of their bouts with Cubans. 

Leon Spinks, 2a 23-year-old 
marine corps corporeal, mixed ἰὼ 
with Soria right from the. begin- 
ming, knocking him down with a 
vicious right five seconds from 
the end of the opening round, 

Soria had been taking target 
practice with first-round knock- 
outs in earlier bouts during this 
two-week-long tournament. But 
Schwartz had said, “Wait tll the 
Cubans get. hit.”

The End of the Olympic Games May Lead to Peace in Sports World 


By Red Smith 


MONTREAL, Aug. 1 (NYT).— 
‘The Games of the J Olympiad 
ended today. and not a moment 
τοῦ soon, Another day or so of 
camaraderie and goodwill on the 
fields of friendly strife and some- 
body would have wound up with 
a knife between his ribs. 

The sweaty carnival ren as 
smooth as the course of true love, 
if you don't.count the angry with- 
drawal of 30 nations, cheating, 
disqualifications, rumors of at- 
tempted bribery, political and 
ideological clashes, threats, bluffs, 
defections, charges of kidnapping 
and the use of forbidden steroids, 

It won't be easy to wait four 
long years to see them do it all 
over again in Moscow. 

Grantland Rice wrote a poem 
saying in effect that “wars arc 
made by old men, but oh, how 
young they are where all the 
crosses stand.”

MONTREAL, Aug. 1 (NYT).— 
“As soon as the gun went off,” 
Frank Shorter said last night, 
“it started to rain, and I 
thought, ‘Oh, God, Z'm in trou- 
ble."" Shorter, 28, doesn’t like 
to run marathons in the rain 
because, he says, “It makes me 
stiff.” 

But he refused to use wet 
weather as an alibi for his 
silver-medal finish in the Olym- 
pic marathon even though he 
didn't know who Waldemar Cier- 
pinski of East Germany was for 
the first 15 miles. 

“For a good majority of the 
race, I thought it was Lopes,” 
Shorter said, referring to Hi- 
polito Lopes of Honduras. “Then 
he started speaking German.” 

Four years ago, during Shor- 
ter's gold-medal rum in Munich, 
no East German runner was 
closer than 26th place in the 
Olympic marathon. 

Cierpinski, 5~feet-7, 130-pounds, 
who will be 26 Tuesday, was 8 
steeplechaser and 10,000-meter 
runner until he took up the 
marathon two years ago. 


“It was very difficult,” the East 
German said, “because Shorter 
always changed the tempo. Shor- 
ter tried to go off after 20 kilo- 
meters (12 miles), Shorter was 
very fast, so this group ex- 


‘The first group of runners in- 
cluded Lasse Viren of Finland, 
who had won the 5,000 meters 
Friday to go with his 10,000- 
meter triumph earlier in the 
Games. Viren had said his goal 
was “to finish in fine form,” and 
that he did, finishing fifth. 

“Viren was watching me,” 
Shorter said. “His orders were 
to stay with me, so 1 started 
playing games with him.” 

Cierpinski also tried playing 
games with Shorter st the 35- 
kilometer mark, 

“After 25-26 kilos, I tried to 
know what Shorter could do,” 
the East German said. “That's 
when I went off the first time.”

A second downhill spurt by 
Clerpinski put the decisive dis- 
tance between himself and Shor- 
ter. The East German barely 
missed timing his arrival into 
the Olympic Stadium with his 
national anthem that was cele- 
brating the gold medal victory 
of the women's 1,600 meter relay.

“I didn't believe I would come 
in first the last time,” he said
